Lovejoy Road Resident Helps 
Apprehend Alleged Kidnappers

An Andover man ran out of his Lovejoy 
Road home late Monday night in response 
to a woman’s screams for help, then fired 
the shots that disabled the vehicle of the 
men she claimed’ had kidnapped her in 
Boston. 

Andover police said yesterday that 
Henry Lebensbaum, 32, of 46 Lovejoy 
Road, was attracted by screams coming 
from Whiffletree Circle, and rushed to the 
scene with his 38-caliber revolver. 

He shouted warnings to the two men, 
and as the woman escaped, Lebensbaum 
fired a round of shots at the car. At least 
three shots hit the car, with one punc- 
turing the right front tire. 

The two abandoned their car after the 
tire went flat, and fled to Route 495, where 
they were picked up by Tewksbury police. 

Arraigned in Lawrence District Court 
Tuesday, on charges of aggravated rape, 
kidnapping and assault with a dangerous 
weapon, were Jeffrey D. Willis, 18, of 1 
Carriage Shop Road, East Falmouth, and 
Timothy J. Brushett, Jr., 20, of 229 Reser- 
voir St., Norton. Both pleaded innocent to 
the charges and their case was continued 
until tomorrow. 

Bail was set at $10,000, or $1,000 cash, 
each. 

According to Andover police, the 21- 
year-old woman, from New Jerse, was 
staying at a hotel in Boston and visiting 
friends. 

She told them she was walking on ‘‘re- 
mont Street about midnight, Monday, 
when a car stopped at the curb and she 
was pulled inside, between the two men. 
She claimed she was assaulted by one of 
the men as they drove up I-93 to the 
Dascomb Road exit. When they stopped on 
Whiffletree Circle and one of the men got 
out of the car, she slipped out behind him 
and started screaming for help. A scuffle 
ensued and Lebensbaum appeared on the

The central maintenance concept, a 
revised gravel removal bylaw, and reuse 
of East Junior High School have been 
designated the selectmen’s top priorities 
for the coming year. 

After recently developing a list of goals 
and objectives for the next year, the 
selectmen Monday night agreed on which 
goals will be given top priority, and which 
will be done only if time and the budget 
permit. 

Listed in order of priority, the remain- 
ing goals of the selectmen which are 
already in progress, are developing a com- 
prehensive plan, the proposed Route 93 in- 
terchanges, solid waste disposal, and 
selectmen’s policies. 

The town manager suggested that ‘‘land 
use questions are the most critical” 
aspect of comprehensive planning, follow- 
ed by the development of a capital im- 
provement program for the town. 


“T suggest we hire a part-time intern 
who can pull together a financial capital 
improvement program,’ Town Manager 
Jared S. A. Clark said. 

“This would not be a comprehensive, 
new program, but what I’d call a quick and 
dirty update and revision of previous 
capital improvement programs,” he ex- 
plained. 

The manager further suggested that the 
selectmen deal with the matters of Route 
93 interchanges and solid waste disposal 
as they come to the board’s attention. 


These items have been given a lower 
priority because there is little the 
selectmen can actually do to influence 
them, Selectman Susan Poore pointed out 
that ‘‘Solid waste and the 93 interchange 
are creatures of the state and federal 
government.”’

Boston’s Jubilee 350 gets 
a showy assist from nature 
in the Perseids meteor 
shower beginning its dis- 
play this week.

Planetarium at the 
Museum of Science says 
the shower reaches its 
peak in the pre-dawn hours 
of Tuesday, Aug. 12. Some 
50 to 60 streaks of light per 
hour cross the northern 
and northeastern portions 
of the sky at that time. 


Starting about Aug, 5, the 
shower takes another week 
after Aug. 12 to wind down, 
with the number of 
meteors gradually 
diminishing.

Cable May Be Only A Year Away 


Andover may be enjoying cable televi- 
sion service in little more than one year, 
the chairman of the town’s cable televi- 
sion advisory committee reported to the 
selectmen Monday night. 

The committee has narrowed down can- 
didates for Andover’s cable TV franchise 
to three applicants, chairman Reginald 
Marden told the selectmen. 


The three applicants are Continental 
Cablevision, Rollins Cablevision, and Ac- 
ton Corp., Marden said. All three propose 
to provide the service to the entire town, 
he noted. 


The selectmen can plan on awarding the 
cable television license in October or 
November, Marden said. Once the license 
is awarded, it will probably be a year 


before the ‘‘system is turned on for the 


town,’’ he explained. 

Marden added, however, that portions of 
the system could be turned on as they are 
completed, in less than a year. 

The cable television advisory com- 
mittee, which has been laying the founda- 
tion for the selectmen’s awarding of the 
cable license, is currently developing 
amended requirements for proposals to be 
submitted by the applicants. 

The selectmen must formally adopt the 
committee’s criteria for amended re- 
quirements for proposals, Marden said, 
adding that the committee will have the 
criteria ready for the selectmen’s review 
by Labor Day.

Confusion that has arisen over plans for 
the Andover Country Club subdivision, 
may lead to the creation of a new ad hoc 
subcommittee, representing all town 
boards and committees that get involved 
with plans submitted by developers. 

Selectmen last week expressed a>con- 
cern that developer Andover-Cormier, 
Inc., has inundated the town with too 
many alternative plans for sewering his 
propesed 360-acre subdivision that will 
eventually include more than 270 houses. 

The selectmen therefore called in Mon- 
day night representatives of the Planning 
Board, Board of Health, Conservation 
Commission, Department of Public 
Works, and Department of Community 
Development and Planning to discuss the 
subdivision. All play a role in approving 
various aspects of subdivision plans. 

‘‘As the town manager has said, the 
town doesn’t always speak with one 
voice,’’ Selectmen Chairman James 
Abramson said. ‘‘We are meeting tonight 
to see if we can speak with one voice.”’ 

Abramson said the selectmen would like 
town boards ‘‘to put some pressure on 
Andover-Cormier to come up with and 
submit one plan for our approval. The con- 
cern of the selectmen is, how many plans 
do we have to consider?” 

The developer recently submitted to the 
planning board a plan for sewering the 
subdivision which calls for running sewer 
lines through section one of the develop- 
ment, located off Canterbury Street. The 
plan is a revision of one approved by the 
planning board last year. 

However, the planning board is awaiting 
a detailed study from the department of 
public works before reaching a decision. 
DPW Director Robert McQuade said his 
department would examine the plan in 
relation to the town’s master sewer plan. 

‘‘We can’t make a decision without the 
report from Bob McQuade,’’ planning 
board member Frank McBride told the 
selectmen. ‘‘Without it, we are in limbo at 
this point.”’ 

Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark in- 
formed the selectmen that the developer. 
has also prepared an alternative plan, 
whith will be.on,the agenda of the next 
selegtmen’S%h@éting, for their review in 


mitted their amended proposals in 
response to the new criteria, the com- 
mittee will make a recommendation to the 
selectmen, Marden said. 


The selectmen will be required to hold a 
public hearing before awarding the 
franchise and license to one of the cable 
television services, Marden said. The 
selectmen may set ‘‘terms and conditions 
on the license as they see fit,’’ he added. 


Marden’s committee should summarize 
the “‘strengths and weaknesses’’ of each 
applicant along with their recommenda- 
tion, the selectmen said. The board also 
asked the town manager to comment on 
the advisory committee’s recommenda- 
tion.

WASHINGTON -- It 
appears that Jimmy Carter 
is no better than Richard 
Nixon at covering up White 
House scandals. 

Two years ago, I reported 
that international swindler 
Robert Vesco had tried to 
bribe White House _inti- 
mates. Vesco has now told 
Senate investigators that he 
then received a telephone 
call from his attorney, 
Edward Bennett Williams. 

Williams allegedly told 
Vesco that presidential aides 
Hamilton Jordan and Robert 
Strauss were at his side as 
he spoke. The attorney then 
advised Vesco to keep his 
mouth shut. 

Eighteen months ago, I 
flew to Libya to investigate 
the strange friendship 
between President Carter’s 
brother Billy and Libyan 
strongman Muammar 
Qaddafi.

My sources also told me that 
the president knew in 
advance about Billy’s trips 
to Libya. 

More recently, the presi- 
dent gave Billy a_ stern, 
brotherly lecture. Jimmy 
reportedly told Billy to keep 
silent and sober during the 
upcoming election 
campaign. 

I also learned that Rich- 
ard Shadyac, a registered 
Libyan agent in Washington,

Aiello 
also demanded that Shadyac 
pledge to disavow any 
knowledge of the meeting. 

Shadyac and Kraft later 
met for 45 minutes at a 
downtown Washington 
restaurant. But Shadyac 
couldn’t be silenced, and 
another coverup was uncov- 
ered. 

OF, BY AND FOR 
LAWYERS: Our founding 
fathers intended to create a 
government of the people, 
by the people and for the 
people. It hasn’t turned out 
quite that way. Instead, we 
have a government of the 
lawyers, by the lawyers and 
for the lawyers. 

We have become 
ensnarled in legal red tape. 
Last year alone, federal, 
state and local authorities 
enacted more than 150,000 
new laws. Each of these was 
subdivided into dozens of 
regulations. It’s getting so 
we can’t make a move with- 
out tripping over some gov- 
ernment regulation. 

For example, the pursuit 
of women has always been 
considered the God-given 
right of seafaring men. But 
the lawyers would even reg- 
ulate romance on the high 


seas. It’s a federal offense ~ 


for a seaman to seduce a 
female passenger aboard a 
steamship. 

The lawyers have also 
done what they can to pre- 
vent any delay of mailmen. 
That goes for carrier 
pigeons, too. It’s against fed- 
eral law to detain a carrier 
pigeon on its appointed 
rounds. 

In the event a _ whale 
should make it hundreds of 
miles across dry land to 
Oklahoma, that state has a 
law against catching whales. 

The lawyers in other 
locales have not been idle. In 
Michigan, it’s illegal to hitch 
a crocodile to a fire hydrant. 
In Knoxville, Tenn., it’s 
against the law to lasso a 
fish. In Quitman, Ga., a 
chicken is prohibited from 
crossing the road. And in 
Maine, a person can to go to 
jail for building a fire under 
a stubborn mule. 

Thus we are caught in the 
toils of the law. Is the situa- 
tion hopeless? Probably so. 
But William Shakespeare 
had a suggestion that could 
extricate us from all the 
laws. Come the revolution, 
he said, the first thing to do 
is eliminate all the lawyers. 

NEGLECTED CASH: 
Drug traffickers deal in 
cash, and they have to find 
places to keep it. So one of 
the most effective tools for 
catching the drug kingpins is 
to keep track of large depo- 
sits of currency in _ the 
nation’s banks. But this tool 
has largely gone unused. 
Since i970, bankers have 


_ been required by law to noti- 


fy the Treasury Department 
when someone makes unusu- 
ally large deposits of cash in

There were many in New England. In that 
light it would hardly represent ‘‘un- 
colonializing of Andover.”’ 

Whether kiln or pagoda, the view to keep 
in focus is that its an over costly decora- 
tion and has no redeeming utility and little 
of the aesthetic substance supposed to be 
its justification. 

Because this proposed structure would 
add weight as well as weather strains to 
the library’s foundation and walls, it is 
likely that its elimination would cut costs 
up to 30%; that is $300,000 off the presently 
estimated $1,000,000 plus for the library. 

To that must be added the savings of in- 
terest and maintenance costs over the 
next 20 years if not built. 

It would be useful to know if this infor- 
mation had been considered by the 
building committee before giving its ap- 
proval. 

We would be less than prudent to accept 
the architect’s fulsome approval of his 
handiwork. His fee is directly related to 
the amount of money spent; not the 
amount that prudence can justify. 

It is hoped it is not too much to assume 
that the Finance Committee has already 
sent a letter to both building and school 
committees expressing strong disapproval 
of this reckless proposal for wasting tax 
money.

Moreover, FinCon had plans to reap a 
windfall interest ‘‘profit’’ for the town 
during the period of construction of the en- 
tire project; borrow large sums of money 
at, say 6 percent and, until used, relend at 
12 to 15 percent. However towns and cities 
are now paying up to 8 percent plus to 
borrow and relending is down to 11 percent 
or less. 


Also FinCon in its 1980 report to the | 


Town Meeting expressly warned of the 
continued and rapid increase in the costs 
of operating and maintaining all types of 
town structures. (But then it contradicted 
itself by giving approval to this $11,000,000 
plus building program at a time when 
there is a growing decline in school 
pupils). 

Anyhow, the Federal government at last 
is pushing up town borrowing costs for the 
express purpose of discouraging non- 
productive building of which this ‘‘kiln’’ 
memorial is a prime example. 


Consequently, should the building com- | 


mittee persist in this all nonsense waste of 
taxpaper money, both town and state’s, 
then the office of selectmen should call a 
special town. meeting. This would provide 
the voters with the means to vote the 
proposal up or down. A half million dollars 
might be saved. 
Rarely is the sensible course for 
selectmen action so obvious.

Unemployed Rate 
Down From June 


In June 1980, the 
Massachusetts unemploy- 
ment rate was 6.8percent 
nd the national rate was 7.7 
percent. In July of last 
year the rates were 5.0 per- 
cent for Massachusetts and 
5.7 percent for the nation. 

“We are cautiously opt- 
mistic that today’s news 
supports our long-term 
forecast that Massachusets 
will continue to have a 
lower rate of un- 
employmentthat that of the 
nation,’’ stated Division of 
Employment Security 
Director Eugene J. Doody. 

The Massachusetts un- 
employment rate in July 
was the second lowest rate 
of the 10 major industrial 
states. 

Last month there were 
2,690,000 people workig in 
Massachusetts, up from 
2,640,000in June. Last year 
at this time, there were 2,- 
732,000 people employed in 
the State. 

In July there were 174,- 
000 unemployed 
Massachustts_ workers, 
compared to 192,000 in the 
prior month. During the 
same period last year, 
there were 145,000 people 
unemployed. 

The non-seasonally ad- 
justed rate was 6.1 perent 
for Massachusetts and 7.9 
percent for the nation. 

The national Bureau of 
Labor Statistics pr 
provides all employment 
and unemployment data 
based on a survey of 1575 
Massachusetts ouseholds 
and adjusts the data for 
seasonal fluctuations.
